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Terminal Disclaimer 

1. The terminal disclaimer filed on 06/27/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,755,102 has been reviewed and accepted. Therefore, The nonstatutory double 
patenting rejection of claim 4 over claims 2 and 3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,755,102 is withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 
2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable because prior art fails to teach that the single pivot axis intersects the alignment 
plane such that the leading edge of each of the plurality of saw blades remains positioned 
along the alignment plane as set forth in claim 4. 

Regarding claim 4, Dutina (4,599,929) teaches an apparatus for steering saw blades 
including an arbor rotatble about a rotation axis and saw blades which are mounted on the 
arbor. Dutina also teaches that the saw blades rotate with the arbor and are angularly 
adjustable in relation to the rotation axis of the arbor. Dutina also teaches a rigid guide 
assembly including a plurality of guides each of which accommodates one of the saw blades. 
Dutina also teaches that the movement of the guide assembly angularly adjusts each of the 
plurality of saw blades in unison with one another. Dutina also teaches a leading edge of the 
plurality of saw blades is positioned along a common alignment plane. Dutina also teaches 
that a table supports the guide assembly and the table has a single pivot axis spaced from and 
extending substantially perpendicular to an arbor plane. 
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However, Dutina fails to teach that the single pivot axis intersects the alignment 
plane such that the leading edge of each of the plurality of saw blades remains positioned 
along the alignment plane as set forth in claim 4. 

The above reference by itself or in combination with the other prior art cited does not 
teach the claimed invention set forth in claim 4.
